who has supplied material, 
labor and skill to a customer, should be afraid to ask for 
his money is difficult to understand. But many master 
plumbers and heating contractors are just that. We know 
and have heard of a number of men in our industry who 
have a large sum of money owing them, but who are not 
getting it, simply because they do not go after it hard 
enough. There are people in this world who will not 
pay bills which are legitimately incurred if they can get 
away without paying them. They are not necessarily 
frauds. They just need pushing. The master plumber 
who sits back and lets such people keep his money is 
making a serious business mistake. From what we are 
able to learn about the amount of money standing out 
on plumbing and heating bills, we feel that nothing would 
help the plumbing and heating contractor more in the 
next few weeks than a determined bill-collecting 
campaign. 


It is a plumbing and _ heating 
contractor speaking. He is talk- 
ing of oil burners, and he says, 


The Progres- 
sive Spirit 

“T have had thirty-four years’ experience, firing in green- 
houses, churches and club houses, and I feel that I am 
in a position to know that oil is the ideal fuel for heat- 
ing purposes at the present time. My partners and I say 
that any old oil burner is better than coal, and one of 
us used to work in the Pennsylvania coal mines. Four 
years ago we were opposed to oil. Now we are willing 
to fight for it.” 

He was opposed to oil heat four years ago. Now he 
is willing to fight for it. That willingness to test out new 
things, that desire to keep abreast of developments and 
that effort to push ahead represent a spirit which pre- 
vails in large measure in the plumbing and heating in- 
dustry today. It should pervade every master plumber 
and heating contractor. Let us not condemn things be- 
cause they are new and different. Let us study them, 
try them out and be ever alert to opportunity. We do not 
mean oil burners alone. We mean new. forms of mer- 
chandising, new equipment, new chances of all kinds to 
make plumbing and heating a bigger and better business. 
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The last two have certainly

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Isometric Drawing

SOMETRIC drawing is making a big bid for the atten- 

] tion of the plumbing trade, and it seems like a sure 

thing that, in due time, it is going to largely displace 
the ordinary type of drawing for many special uses. 

Here is just one more instance that has come to our at- 
tention—this time from Mexico City, Mexico. 

Ignacio Helguera, who is the Mexican representative of 
one of our largest and oldest sanitary potteries, writes in 
part, as follows: 

“This office is offering to architects ‘free specification 
service’ on plumbing, and as a part of such service is the 
preparation of drawings of each installation. 
I am having a very interesting time trying to solve prob- 
lems on which I wish to consult with you from time to 
time. I am enclosing a print of one of the six large toilet 
rooms being built on the top floor of the Mexican National 
Capitol, in Mexico City. You will observe that four lava- 
tory batteries are to be installed on two central walls, 4 
ft. high. This arrangement does away with lavatory legs, 
which in a public toilet room are rather objectionable for 
the proper cleaning of the floor—that is, lavatories of the 
wall-hanging type were specified. The difficulty in this 
type of installation lies in the venting. Instead of provid- 
ing an upward branch for each central wall, which would 
detract from the neatness of the job, I proposed connect- 
ing the vent horizontal branch to the base of a vent stack 
at the center of a battery of pedestal urinals. This vent- 
ing system of the lavatories is to be 2 inches in diameter. 
My opinion is that whatever condensation may accumulate 
on the inside of such venting system will easily drain 
through the base of the central vent stack, and through 


isometric 
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the horizontal waste and into either one of the two soil 
stacks at the back of the room. In other words, the lava- 
tory vents will descend to under the floor and connect with 
the urinal battery at the back of the room, exactly at the 
base of the vent stack of such battery. Is there any ob- 
jection to this venting arrangement? In the rest of the 
installation I proposed circuit venting, using 4-inch soil 
lines, with wyes laid flat; with caulked brass ferrules 
wiped to long lead bends, providing a cleanout plug be- 
tween the vent branch in front of the room and the first 
water closet.”’ 

In a previous article we have alluded to Mr. Helguera’s 
praiseworthy efforts to educate the people of his country 
to desire good plumbing and to know what good plumbing 
is. Part of his work is being done through a Sunday news- 
paper column, and now we learn of the fine service his 
office is giving Mexican architects. 

Anything we can do to help along this good work we 
are more than glad to do. That is what we are in the busi- 
ness for. 

Fig. 1 shows the floor plan of one of Mr. Helguera’s six 
top-floor toilet rooms, and Fig. 2 is an isometric view of 
the work. 

As an isometric drawing, the work is very good indeed. 
We have checked up many of the measurements, and they 
are O. K. The isometric view is made on the same scale as 
the floor plan. 

It will be noted that while the piping around the sides 
of the room and the stacks are shown with double lines, 
the lavatory connections and the horizontal waste lines 
into the mains from the lavatories are made with single 
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lines. “This seems to be 
a good idea, for it helps 
to make the work 
clearer. If the lavatory 
connections were made 
with double lines, the 
work would likely be 
much less distinct than 
it now is. 

We take it that this 
isometric is probably 
made more to give a 
picture of the work 
than to be used in 
taking accurate work- 
ing measurements, We 
are inclined to think 
that a greater degree 
of accuracy can be ob- 
tained from a single- 
line isometric than 
from a double - line 
drawing.

We have been good to you on this problem, for in Fig. 8 
we have given you a big start on it. We have laid out the 
complete cellar work and have drawn stacks B and D, 
leaving it to you to complete the work of laying in the 
remaining four stacks, and going as much further with 
the drawing as you choose. 

We will do our best to make clear to you just how we 
have gone at this drawing, showing you how to make it, 
line by line. 

In the first place, lay out the cellar plan in isometric. 
In Fig. 8 the plan may be said to have been viewed from 
the lower left-hand corner. If we consider that our eye 
is at this point, we shall see the long dimension of the 
building running off to the right hand, and the short di- 
mension or depth running off to the left. Making both 
these lines at 30 degrees with the horizontal, we start off 
with the bottom lines AB and AC. Measure off on these 
two lines the length and width respectively, taken from 
the cellar plan. In getting dimensions from the 
cellar plan, be sure that they are inside and not outside 
dimensions. From B draw the other end of the cellar 
plan BD, and as in Fig. 4 it is parallel with the opposite 
end, so in Fig. 8 draw it parallel to AC and of the same 


these 
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length. Next, from points C and D draw the back of the 
building parallel with the front, taking off the distances 
CE and DF in the same length as found in Fig. 4. In like 
manner, continue until the plan is complete. Next, lay off 
the ceiling heights at points A on each of the three floors 
and the roof, and from that point work out each floor in 
the same manner as the cellar plan was drawn. Make sure 
that each corresponding corner from cellar to roof is in 
the same vertical line. 

If we were laying this problem out on some definite 
scale, as we hope to do soon, in a later problem, it would 
be necessary to make the ceiling heights on the same scale 
as the plans are drawn. 


PUTTING IN THE PIPE LINES 
OW, then, let us see how the cellar drainage piping 
N and stacks are drawn, now that we have the floor 
plans properly laid out. 

The house drain does not run parallel to any wall, 
which makes it necessary to locate two points on the drain 
in order to determine its direction. We will take the point 
at which it enters, and the end of the main run. Measure 
from the corner in Fig. 4, to the point where the drain 
enters the building, and lay this off from the correspond- 
ing corner in Fig. 8, giving us point 1. In like manner 
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Fig. 9 


locate point 2, where the pipe turns. It is a straight run 
between these two points, so we are free to show the pipe 
by a straight line joining points 1 and 2, and know that 
the line is properly located. Next draw line 3 parallel to 
the depth of the building, and from the point where stack 
B (Fig. 4) rises draw line 4 connecting that point with 
stack A. 

Now we want to show the branch line which runs to 
stacks E and F (Fig. 4), and the important thing is to 
know how to locate point 5 (Fig. 8). We can guess at it, 
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but to do the

8, and we purposely worked the lines out in different 
order, with the idea of impressing on the beginner the fact 


that there is no cut 
and dried rule of pro- 
cedure in making these 
drawings. One man 
may start at an en- 
tirely different point, 
and may work the 
drawing out in an en- 
tirely different order 
from that of another, 
and still, when they 
are finished, the two 
will be alike.

Co-ordination of Research—Heat Transfer in Tubular 
Water Heaters—Pipe Sizes.—Benjamin Franklin, 
‘Patron Saint” of A. S. H. V. E. 


N INFORMAL meeting was called by Samuel R. 
A Lewis, chairman of the committee on research, to 

consider the advisability of attempting to co-ordi- 
nate the research that is being conducted in numerous 
laboratories throughout the country, to devise methods 
for bringing about this co-ordination and to put into 
available shape the results of tests in heating and ven- 
tilating now in various books, pamphlets and desk drawers, 
as well as scientific data collected by organizations whose 
interests overlap the interests of those whose vocations 
lie in the field of heating and ventilating. 

More than twenty organizations were represented at the 
meeting. A committee was appointed to make a survey 
of the activities and research equipment of research labora- 
tories listed in miscellaneous publication No. 90 of the 
Department of Commerce, Bureau of Standards, entitled 
Directory of and College Research

Laboratories. This book may be procured from the Super- 
intendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C., for fifteen cents. This project is re- 
garded as so far reaching in its benefits that it will be 
made the subject of a special article in ‘‘Domestic En- 
gineering.”’ 

Van H. Manning, Forest Hills, N. Y., was welcomed by 
the president, Dean Anderson. He told of an example of 
co-ordinated research conducted under the auspices of the 
American Institute of Metallurgical and Mining Engineers, 
which organization he represented. He mentioned the 
many with other industries and other sciences 
that are incidental to the work of any engineering body 
and felt that there was a great need for dissemination of 
information relative to research so that the information 


contacts 
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that has been obtained can be made available to allied in- 
dustries. Under the direction of the American Institute 
of Metallurgical and Mining Engineers, there is an aj pro- 
priation of $100,000 to be used in the study of probiems 
on the geology and origin of petroleum, for instance. He 
expressed willingness to foster still further co-ordination 
of research by co-operating with the American Society of 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers, for there are problems 
common to both societies, for instance in the problem of 
the ventilation of mines. 


Heat Transfer in Tubular Water Heaters 

One of the valuable papers presented was that of Mrs. 
Olive E. Frank, member of the society for many years and 
engineer of the O. E. Frank Heater and Engineering Co., 
Buffalo, N. Y., on heat transfer in tubular water heaters. 
It does not always follow that the larger the heater the 
larger the amount of water that will be available because 
of certain factors that are not widely known, such as the 
effects of rapid or sluggish flow of water through pipes, 
ete., and many interesting stories were told by Mrs. Frank 
of peculiar experiences with various kinds of heaters. The 
heaters discussed were those for industrial uses. 

Some time ago, in one of the meetings of the society, 
attention was called to the tremendous over-capacity of 
heaters in large buildings. ‘‘One prominent consulting 
engineer,” said Mrs. Frank, ‘when asked how he knew 
what size heaters to call for in one of the largest hotels 
in the country, said he did not know, but the safest way 
was to fill the shell just as full of tubes as possible.” 
Then Mrs. Frank told of an installation that could not be 
made to work satisfactorily until a large number of the 
tubes were stopped up. 

It was believed that the society could render a valuable 
service to the engineering profession and to the public and 
at the same time eliminate a great waste in money by 
compiling figures recording the amounts of water used 
in buildings of different sizes and the study of heater ca- 
pacities was proposed as a suitable one for investigation. 


Pipe Sizes 

Critical velocity and its effect on steam heating systems 
has been a subject for investigation in various laboratories 
for a number of years. Early in 1922 this work was 
taken up by the research laboratory of the A. S. H. V. E. 
It was desired to find the allowable velocities of steam 
with the condensate flowing in the opposite direction in 
/various parts of a heating system. 

The first investigation was with reference to a single- 
pipe riser or horizontal pipe 10 ft. or shorter. In the 
paper prepared by F. C. Houghten, director of the re- 
search laboratory, and M. E. O’Connell, research physicist 
of the laboratory, charts were shown with curves giving 
velocities in feet per second and capacity in pounds per 
hour plotted against steam pressure in the main. These 
and other tests resulted in the conclusion that there is a 
very definite critical velocity in the neighborhood of 25 
ft. per second above which certain disturbances 
These disturbances, however, evidently do not interfere 
with the smooth and satisfactory operation at higher ¢a- 
pacities. The laboratory continued the work in 1925, 
attacking the general problem of determining pipe sizes 
for steam heating. The paper, after describing the char- 
acter of various tests and showing charts of the results, 
concludes that this study indicates that disturbances in 
the heating system that are usually attributed to small 
risers are frequently caused by small radiator branches 
or valves and that the capacity of a riser may be limited 
by poorly reamed or undersized nipples or other fittings 


Attention was called to the fact that frequently nipples 
are cut from inferior pipe not suitable for any other pur- 


occur.

What the Portable Repair Shop

N THE WORLD of business there 
| is only one rule by which a new 

idea, a new plan, a new piece of 
equipment, is to be measured. Does it 
produce profit? If the idea is one that 
makes more efficient service possible, 
so that it cuts down the cost of doing 


business, it is producing profit. If it 
results in winning customer confi- 
dence, it is producing profit. Above 


all, if it produces new business, busi- 
ness which might not otherwise have 
been secured, it is producing profit. 
The use of motorized repair equip- 
ment, known under a variety of names 
in the industry, has spread to the point 
where no plumbing and heating con- 
tractor, casting about for means to se- 
cure growth for his business, can af- 
ford to overlook it. The idea of 
equipping trucks so completely that 
the ordinary run of jobs may be taken 
care of is accepted by the industry.

DEVELOPING NEW BUSINESS 

IRST let’s see what some of these 
pee find the equipment is doing 
for them in the way of creating new 
business. G. C. Evans, of Enterprise 
Plumbing Co., Little Rock, Ark., says: 
“Some of our best customers and big- 
gest jobs are from small nibbles at 
this service truck. We have plans in 
our office now for a $5,000 plumbing 
installation in a $75,000 home. Our 
first contact was a nibble at the truck 
service.” Another instance he cites 
is as follows: “Once in a while in an 
emergency I get on one of the trucks 
to satisfy a good customer. On one 
of these occasions a cold spell was pre- 
dicted and the stop and waste rod 
needed putting back in the socket. It 
was about a $2 job. While there I 
sold an automatic water heater, a new 
one-piece sink, new trimmings for 
every fixture in the house—about $300 
worth of material and labor.”’ That 
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would seem to indicate that the equip- 
ment is fulfilling every requirement, 
wouldn’t it? 

During the building boom the Dal- 
las Plumbing Co., Dallas, Tex., almost 
completely gave up repair work. Until 
the beginning of 1926 they were doing 
a big volume of contract work. When 
building volume fell off in Dallas, it 
was evident that the repair work must 
again be built up. It was decided that 
this could be done most quickly by 
putting on the streets a fleet of com- 
pletely equipped service trucks, and in 
the eighteen months since those trucks 
were first planned the repair business 
of the company has been built up from 
practically nothing to the largest in 
the state. 


The Consumers’ Plumbing Co., Ft. 
Worth, Tex., found that during the 
very first week that this equipment 
was put on the streets it had brought 
in several repair jobs for about $100 
each—jobs which the company had 
had no prospect of getting previously. 

W. S. Dignan & Co., of Trenton, 
N. J., say: “In our opinion, this equip- 
ment not only tends to give us more 
business on small jobs, but leads to 
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bigger jobs, as our customers can read- 
ily see that we are aiming to give them 
better service, do our work quicker, 
thereby saving them money, and it is 
only reasonable to presume that they 
would give us the preference on larger 
jobs as, having once gained their con- 
fidence, we invariably are called upon 
for anything they may have in the fu- 
ture.’”’ That’s some tall advantage to 
have gained. They continued: ‘We 
might further state that after the in- 
sertion of an advertisement in our 
local papers we were instructed by 
one of our local hotel proprietors to 
take care of all his work in the fu- 
ture, in two of the largest hotels and 
his residence in this city.’’ 

Note from the above that in confi- 
dence building these service trucks 
seem to have great effect. The Dignan 
company finds that they get call-backs 
from those whom they have once 
served, and the securing of the hotel 
business is an example of the effect 
of the mere announcement of the 
completely equipped service truck. 
Practically every letter or interview 
from which information for this mer- 
chandising section was gained, pro- 
duced the same thought. 


A MERCHANDISING SOLUTION 

DWARD E. SCHIEL, of Nashville, 
E Tenn., expressed the same 
thought, and added: ‘‘The repair work 
secured by the service truck leads in 
many instances to larger sales—of 
water heaters, new sinks, etc. I be- 
lieve it is the true solution to mer- 
chandising the business. It brings the 
mechanic-salesman into the home, 
where he can, with his knowledge and 
skill, sum up in a very short time the 
things that are needed. Also he has 
the advantage over a salesman, for, in 


many instances, the housewife or 
owner will talk to him freely of his or 
her desires for new equipment. In 
other words, will open up the avenue 
for a sale, not thinking that the man 
she or he is talking to is trained to 
sell. Now, if this man has_ been 
trained, he will get into action at once 
and make suggestions, quoting -in- 
stalled prices, and, from my expert- 
ence, in about one-half of the cases he 
will make a sale right there on the 
spot. The other day a new closet tank 
replacement was made right out of the 
truck for $25, and it led to the sale or 
an $85 water heater. 
Some of our best cus- 
tomers are the ones who 
have gained confidence 
in our ability to look 
after the small jobs and 
now turn us loose on 
anything that comes up 
-without asking the 
price in many cases.’ 
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Chas. E. Zierman, of the Plumbing 
Repair Co., Memphis, Tenn., summed 
up the reception of the service truck 
by the public as follows: ‘‘The truck 
appealed to the public, first because it 
was something different and second 
because if they wanted something 
done, other than the job the man was 
called for, or a hew set of faucets in- 
stalled, they had a stock to select 
from. It gave them the feeling that 
if something was wanted or needed the 
trucks had it, avoiding delay. Using 
this motorized repair shop is building 
us a bigger and better business each 
day, and we expect to zone each shop 
in the near future, giving the me- 
chanic an opportunity to become 
known to his trade.” 

There is probably no need to pile up 
instances to show that the completely 
equipped, motorized repair shop will 
build up profitable business. These 
are representative companies and their 
experiences along these lines will be 
found to be duplicated wherever such 
equipment is in use. 

There are some other thoughts, 
gathered during this investigation, 
which may be of assistance to those 
planning service trucks, or already op- 
erating them. Clarence L. Dickerson, 
of the Dallas Plumbing Co., already 
mentioned, feels that the advertising 
value of these ‘‘Porto-Plumb Shops,” 
as he calls his fleet of completely 
equipped trucks, would justify him in 
charging the entire cost of the fleet to 
publicity. They are, in effect, trav- 
eling billboards, leaving favorable and 
lasting impressions wherever they go. 
In the first sixty-one days after these 
trucks were put on the street, his re- 
pair business increased 25 per cent. 

That the value of the equipment is 
not confined to very large cities is 
plain when one considers the experi- 
ence of the North Side Plumbing & 
Heating Co., of Marion, Ind. H. Cut-

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ting, proprietor of the business, feels 
that his truck is good advertising. He 
adds: “‘Spare no money in painting. 
The better the paint job the more at- 
tractive is the truck.” 


TRAINING MEN 

ATURALLY one of the problems 
N which have received attention 
has been: What type of man should 
be placed on these special service 
trucks? Wayne H. Warren, of Wich- 
ita, Kan., said: “To make these 
stocked and equipped trucks a success, 
it will be necessary to employ what 
we might term exceptional men. Men 
who are not only good plumbers and 
repair men, but men who have the 
knack of satisfying the customers, of 
making them feel they are getting 
value received. This type of man, by 
having the customer’s confidence, 
would be able to sell new material 
from the stock on his truck and could 
create the housewife’s desire for newer 
and better materials.” 

This is the general opinion among 
those who see the possibility of de- 
veloping sales through the use of the 
special motorized service truck. Mr. 
Evans, of the Enterprise company in 
Little Rock, Ark., says, in reference to 
this: ‘Our servicemen are fairly good 
salesmen. I bring them into my of- 
fice once or twice a month and talk 
salesmanship to them, giving them 
concrete examples of how impossible 
it would be to realize a profit from 
their labor if they did not sell mer- 
chandise.” That gives the service man 
the management viewpoint, as well as 
the selling angle. In the opinion of 
Edward E. Schiel, of Nashville, ‘The 
completely equipped truck would not 
pay if you did not merchandise 
through your mechanics. We give 
them personal training.”’ 

A rather effective idea has been 
worked out by the Reliable Plumbing 
Co., of Glendale, Calif. Chas. F. Wat- 
son, of this company, says: ‘A black 
eloth is carried in the truck and when 
any nickel-plated ware, such as fau- 
cets, etc., or white toilet seats, are 
displayed, they are 
brought into the 
house in these cloths.” 
He also makes note 
of the fact that a 
large cloth of heavy 
weave is carried into 
the house and spread 
on the floor wherever 
the mechanic is work- 
ing. Both of these 
ideas are of a kind 
likely to impress the 
housewife — to leave 
a very favorable 
memory of the com- 
plete service truck. 
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Memphis that the Plumbing Repair 
Company’s method saves time —and a 
plumber’s time is money.’ 

So writes Mr. Zierman, of the com- 
pany named. “Domestic Engineer- 
ing’s’”’ interest in the investigation of 
the completely equipped repair trucks 
largely centered on the mer- 
chandising methods adopted by those 
using this equipment. From the data 
collected concerning the operation of 
these special service trucks, it would 
seem that they are paying their way. 
In almost every instance where there 
was one in more were contem- 
plated. Where there are fleets of 
three or four, the companies operating 
them are planning to add more. We 
therefore, that the important 
thing is to make sure that proper plans 
are laid to merchandise the trucks to 
the public and to miss no opportunity 
to spread the idea that is back of this 
system of service.

Realizing that he 
had an idea that ought to be ex- 
ploited in something close to a sensa- 
tional manner, Mr. Winburne made 
his surprising offer of ‘‘A Free Plumb- 
ing Job” if the two completely 
equipped trucks he had put on the 
streets of his city had to return to 
the shop for tools or materials.

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Aside from the fact that the public 
likes such an idea, and will ‘fall for 
it’? the advertisement has most cer- 
tainly had a more lasting effect be- 
cause it was as complete a sign of 
confidence in this equipment as Mr. 
Winburne could have given his cus- 
tomers or prospective customers. He 
indicated by his offer that he stood 
ready to pin his faith without reserva- 
tion on his plans to render a better 
and more complete service. It was a 
direct attack on an old prejudice. 

How well it succeeded is made plain 
when, as related in these columns a 
few months back, it is said that Mr. 
Winburne has increased the volume 
of his business so swiftly that he can- 
not forecast what its total will be for 
the year. 

Another idea which he put into ef- 
fect in connection with this service 
was the sending of bills within two 
days after the job was completed. 
The result has been that, in most 
cases, payment is made by return mail. 
This is probably largely the result of 
the fact that bills for work taken care 
of by the service trucks has this foot- 
note on them: ‘‘When we did this 
work for you we sent a fully equipped 
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‘Plumbing Shop on Wheels’ to your 
door, and used the best mechanic and 
materials available. To maintain this 
service we must pay our bills promptly 
and likewise would appreciate your 
prompt remittance.” 

Another consistent and_ effective 
newspaper campaign has been that 
which merchandises the ‘‘Porto-Plumb 
Shops”? of the Dallas Plumbing Co. 
Throughout these advertisements the 
“one trip system” of service is fea- 
tured, with the saving in time and 
money involved. ‘A Dallas Porto- 
Plumb Shop does any job in one trip,” 
is a phrase appearing in every adver- 
tisement in one form or another. 

Here is an example of the short, 
concise, compelling advertisements:

A moment’s 
reflection will indicate that this is nec- 
essary—that the number should be 
boldly displayed whenever possible— 
in the newspaper advertisements and 
particularly on the trucks themselves.

of properly merchandising the 

completely equipped repair truck, 
is the problem of organizing its rou- 
tine and of making the plan a part of 
the merchandising scheme, so that 
people may know not only that such 
equipment is at their service, but that 
it is being handled in a systematic 
manner. 

Perhaps the most striking example 
of this is to be found in the plan 
worked out by C. W. Davis, proprietor 
of the Haskell Plumbing Co., in Dallas, 
Tex. The shop itself is in the center 
of an irregularly shaped community 
having a radius of about two and a 
half miles. In casting about to find 
the best means of handling his porta- 
ble plumbing shops,

Under this plan the customer who 
can wait for service until the ap- 
pointed day is saved the former mini- 
mum charge of $2.25 and is not re- 
quired to pay for the time the truck 
spends in making the trip. The mini- 
mum charge is now one dollar for the 
first half-hour or fraction thereof and 
fifty cents for each subsequent quar- 
ter-hour or fraction thereof. Service 
of helpers is charged for at fifty cents 
for the first half-hour and twenty cents 
for each subsequent quarter-hour or

We are reproducing herewith two 
pages from the literature which Mr.

A four-page circular, 
seven inches long by three and one- 
half inches wide was printed to be sent 
with a “Ready Reference Telephone 
List.” This telephone list is a neat 
little booklet, six and one-half inches 
long by three and three-quarter inches 
wide, bound in a gray cover stock, 
with the printing done in a dark blue 
ink, the monogram of the company 
being set in the center of the cover in 
lighter gray and blue. 

The page headed ‘‘Plumbing Costs 
Reduced by the Zone System”’ is taken 
from the circular which accompanied

SERVICE WITHOUT SPECIAL 
TRUCKS : 

OTICE must be taken of the large 
N number of plumbing and heat- 
ing contractors who have not as yet, 
either from conviction or for financial 
reasons, adopted, these _ specially 
equipped trucks. W. W. Hughes, of 
the Hughes Heating & Plumbing Co., 
Minneapolis, working without the spe- 
cially equipped trucks, has worked out 
the following plan: 

“Arrange with each journeyman 
plumber to furnish his own car. See 
to it that proper insurance is carried. 
Provide steel chests that will fit closely 
into the body of the car and in these 
chests provide the usual variety-_of re- 
pair parts and tools. Equip each car 
with a substantial vise firmly attached 
to the car.

When Water Leaves the Boiler 


Members of the Round Table discuss old problems 


ters that came to hand from Round Table mem- 

bers. Some contain criticisms on the drawings 
presented in the April 2 and April 9 issues of ‘‘Domestic 
Engineering,” while others contain valuable advice from 
experience gained on the job. Among these letters are 
several that should be carefully read and contents noted 
for future use. 

The first letter, written by F. W. Brockman, Grand 
Junction Colo., refers to Fig. 9 in the April 9 issue. He 
states that this drawing is very interesting and the idea 
of the bull-headed tee is novel and very useful. The in- 
crease in pipe sizes is a necessity, he states, because on 
single-pipe gravity jobs, pipe sizes must be larger than 
on other heating jobs. 

This is true and should always be considered. 

He states further that Fig. 9 shows no air vents, which 
are very essential to the proper working of the system. 

This was discussed in the April 9 issue. 

The air vents should be placed in the east and west 
wings in Fig. 9 at the return, and not on the steam main. 

He further suggests the placing of an air vent on the 
return before dropping down to the boiler. 

Air must be released at the highest point always and 
sometimes at other places, depending upon the piping 
system and layout of the job. The drip into the return 
main, Fig. 9, he considers correct, but suggests that water 
pockets be avoided by the use of eccentric fittings. The 
main feature, he feels, on the job in question is the 
elimination of air by quick air vents. 


\ T this session we will discuss a few of the many let- 
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One valuable point Mr. Brockman brings out in his 
letter, is the value of a checkless return on single-pipe 
gravity jobs. 

Your Chairman wrote several articles on the use and 
abuse of check valves about a year ago. Single-pipe 
gravity jobs should always be installed without check 
valves and any number of such jobs are working satis- 
factorily after the check valve flapper was removed and 
Pipe sizes increased to equalize the pressure. When pres- 
sures are as nearly equal as it is possible to get them, 
there is no reason why ‘the water should leave the boiler 
and it will not do so when large enough pipe sizes, capable 
of supplying the radiation properly, are used. We should 
work towards this point on all single-pipe gravity jobs 
as less trouble will be the result. There may be a few 
jobs that cannot be operated satisfactorily without check 
valves where peculiar circumstances exist, which make it 
desirable to install check valves, but such jobs are indeed 
few—not more than four or five out of a hundred. Mostly 
all single-pipe gravity jobs can be laid out to operate 
without check valves on the return. 

The second letter, written by Wm. Herman, Eatontown, 
N. J., is quite interesting and covers many details, also 
gives full explanation on the job discussed in the April 2 
and April 9 issues of “Domestic Engineering.’ He writes: 

“The steam job in question has in it most everything 
that one ought to understand in order to design intelli- 
gently, and if you would permit me, I would suggest that 
we pause right here and explore it from every angle. 

When I studied it carefully, no idea entered my mind 
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that the radiators at times might carry a pressure less 
than atmospheric although this has happened many times 
years back when we used pet cocks as air vents. 

It seems from all appearances that the job was 1-'< 
out to work at, say three or five pounds gauge, and some- 
one put these one-way vents on after possible dissatisfac- 
tion with a cheaper vent and we got at times a 6-inch 
vacuum in radiators, equal to about 12 lb. absolute pres- 
sure. Now that we carry from 0 to 3 lb. at boiler, which 
gives us an average of 1% Ib. gauge or 16 Ib. absolute, 
have boiler pressure—16 Ib. absolute, 

Radiator pressure—12 lb. absolute.

Pressure difference— 4 Ib. 

A column of water 1 in. in area and 1 ft. in height 
exerts a pressure of .433 lb. so 4 lb. differential divided 
by .443 lb. equals 9.24 ft. or point of height above water 
line of boiler where we could, under existing conditions, 
expect to find the place of equalization, and to induce 
this mass of water to enter boiler we would have to allow 
a few inches more, and that would give us about 9 ft. 
6 in. or so and quite flood our first floor radiators and 
stand quite high in our risers. If we have check valves 
on return at boiler we would be compelled to add to 
height of this column in order to lift flaps. 

“Of course such differences are exceptions, but lesser 
differences are not so exceptional, and I believe that the 
largest number of steam jobs are designed with little or 
no knowledge along lines of frictional resistance, velocity 
of flow, pounds and volume of steam necessary to convey 
the necessary heat units required by the rooms to be 
heated at a given and specified boiler pressure. Also there 
is expensive loss along piping due to fittings, length of 
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pipe and radiation of mains and laterals and last but not 
least, the grate surface and direct fire surface necessary 
tv accommodate the amount of coal that must be consumed 
in a stated firing period to impart the necessary heat 
units to the fluid. 

“We also have flue area, stack temperature, draught, 
etc. but here we have a chance to blame it on somebody 
else, although we ought not to take advantage, as knowl- 
edge is too cheap. 

‘“‘As soon as the above facts are mentioned to the aver- 
age man, he gets a headache, and says it is only theory. 
But when the job fails to function in accordance with an 
up-to-date requirement, the theory becomes a fact. So 
it is facts we are all after and any and all of the Round 
Table members will no doubt bear me out, for it leads us to 
believe that anyone taking the trouble to make drawings 
and send in letters must welcome knowledge and seek 
the truth. 

“Water line trouble is a problem that ought to be 
solved by every conscientious steam fitter and it can and 
will be when some one of the heating engineers with the 
proper, knowledge and love for us plodders will take the 
time and trouble to get to interpreting these technical 
truths to us in language and figures not beyond our 
understanding. What we need is to have all of Nature’s 
Laws, that in any way bear upon our work, tabulated and 
defined so that we can understand them. 

“The idea of suction should be forever blasted out of 
its absurdity and placed where it belongs. A vacuum is 
zero, anything more is pressure. A steamfitter would not 
get panic-stricken when vapor heating is mentioned if he 
understood this, and that‘so many inches’ of vacuum is the 
cause of this trouble in the mind. It is like our problem 
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when 6 in. of vacuum is noted and after we sift it down we 
see it is really 12 lb., or nearly so, of absolute pressure. 

“] believe that none of us offered anything like a real 
solution of the difficulty in the recent problem and some 
of us might have made matters worse, but to get down 
to brass tacks what really was needed was to equalize the 
pressure all over the system and our chairman accom- 
plished it in the cheapest and quickest manner. 

“Frank Gallagher is on the right track of a real 
economical, properly functioning job, for he would size 
his mains so as to avoid a critical velocity—allow ample 
space for passage of air, condensation, etc. and there 
would be little pressure difference, so that we might have 
a one-pipe vapor system. But you would have to enlarge 
your main and boiler. 

“T trust this valuable problem will not be lightly passed 
over but will be discussed until we all show that we under- 
stand its importance, for right here is an opportunity to 
give needed knowledge its proper fixation in the brains 
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of workmen, and our Chairman might be the ‘good 
samaritan’ to do it in his most resistless manner.” 

Your Chairman feels, judging from the many letters 
received, that while we have blasted the way and have 
made matters clear, that by no means all our readers have 
thoroughly understood the problem, and the problem of 
water leaving the boiler is the most vital problem in the 
science of heating. 

We shall discuss two other single-pipe gravity jobs that 
have given trouble and when we finish with these, we no 
doubt will all understand the matter clearly. 

Drawing Fig. 1 is sent in by Harry Charmatz, East 
Orange, N. J. In his letter he discusses the problem in 
the March 5 issue. He stated that in his estimation the 
trouble was due to counter currents of steam, and the air 
vents not functioning properly, trapping air in the radia- 
tors and receiving tank. The steam traveling through the 
4-inch overhead main would go down the risers and

Plumbing 


E are endeavoring to vary these drawing prob- 
W lems as much as can, in an effort to make 

them cover as wide a range as possible, thereby 
as we think, doing those who are working the problems 
out, the greatest amount of good. 

Neither the master plumber, the journeyman nor the 
plumbing inspector meets day after day the same prob- 
lem. In every branch of the plumbing industry, more 
than in any other line that we know of, it is never the 


we 


same thing twice. Every problem that arises is just a 
bit different, and often a whole lot different. 
We once heard an “old timer’? remark that what 


made one plumber better than another was his greater 
ability to get out of a hole. 

Now, then, we are giving you this time a problem just 
a bit different than we have handed out before. As you 
know, many apartment houses are now being constructed, 
having several small apartments on each floor, and each 
floor being exactly the same as another, except for some 
little variation due to stairways and halls. As the basis 


of our problem we give you one of these floor plans. This 
plan answers for all three floors, first, second and third, 
and such a plan is generally called a typical floor plan. 

You will note that four bathrooms and four kitchens 
are shown, but without any plumbing fixtures. What we 
want you to do first is to show on this floor plan the three 
bathroom fixtures for each apartment, the kitchen sink 
and laundry tubs or a combination fixture, as you prefer, 
a refrigerator, and a lavatory in each chamber. The re- 
frigerator need not necessarily be located in the kitchen. 
We want you to locate each soil and waste stack that you 
are going to use. 

Study this thing out as if you owned the building and 


were trying to save yourself as much expense as possible, 
and at the same time give yourself a good job. 

You can make a cellar plan if you care to, showing the 
horizontal piping. You can do as you choose about this, 
but if you make such a plan the easiest way will be to 
use a piece of tracing paper or any transparent paper, 
and trace the walls of the building from the floor plan 
we have given. 

After you have completed your work on the plans, 
then make a drawing showing each stack, with all the con- 
nections on each of the three floors. The best and easiest 
way is to show ali pipe lines, traps, etc., with a single 
heavy line. 

Send all your work, floor plan, cellar plan and eleva- 
tion, to us, and in due time we shall make use of it in one 
of the Schoolmaster articles, discussing the work you have 
done along with the same job as worked out by many 
others. 

Always be sure to put your name and the date on which 
the problem appeared in “Domestic Engineering” on your 
drawing. 

The reason we want the date of the drawing problem 
shown on each drawing that is sent in, is that out of 
the scores of problems we have now published, it is very 
difficult to locate one if it has no date. It often means 
that we have to run through many issues before we run 
onto the problem in question. 

Please remember that you are at liberty to submit an 
isometric drawing or an ordinary mechanical drawing, 
just as you please.

increasing number are availing themselves of the 
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Problem 


opportunity to get practice in making isometric elevations, 
and we are always glad to see these drawings coming to 
us, for we feel very sure that one of these days we are 
going to see isometric drawings used very extensively. 
The present problem would be a good one to start in on, 
if you have in mind the idea of taking up isometric. 

Often when a man leaves school and goes to work, and 
begins to make a little money for himself, and perhaps a 
little later gets married, and a few other things happen, 
he gets into the way of thinking that his days of learning 
new things, as he learned them in school, are over. That 
ought not to be so. In fact, a man ought never to get old 
enough not to want to learn new things. 

Writing what we did about isometric drawing, brought 
to our thought what we have just said. Of course, it ap- 
plies to isometric drawing no more than to things in 
general. It may be a bit hard for many, to get down to 
hard study on a new subject, such as isometric drawing 
and other things, but that is what you have to do if you 
really want to stay in the procession. 

The plumbing procession is moving at a fast clip these 
days, and the man that isn’t looking for the best educa- 
tion that can be made available is making a mistake that 
is going to make him sorry later on. 

This matter of education is getting to receive more and 
more attention, for it is being realized as never before, 
that it is the one big thing that is back of success, 


In our own industry, that of plumbing, we today find 
many of the great scientific schools of the country open- 
ing their doors for conferences on subjects of vital in- 
terest to the trade, providing trained experts for lectures 
on various important subjects, giving laboratory demon- 
strations, and in every way helping to give to members of 
the plumbing trade instruction in fundamentals that most 


of them have never had the opportunity of getting. 
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Rafael Ocasio, class member, San Juan, Porto Rico 
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Recently at such a conference at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology in Boston, close to 500 members of 
the plumbing fraternity for two days gave up business, 
many of them traveling many miles, and “‘went to school.” 
The sessions were held from early in the morning until 
ten o’clock at night. Many of these men were well along 
in years. It was an inspiring sight to see this great num- 
per of hard-headed business men so earnestly interested 
in getting the wonderful instruction the conference af- 
forded them. 


And why did they quit bus ~ss and go to the expense 
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of hotel and railroad bills? It seems to us there is just 
one answer to that question,—they did it to help them 


in their business. 

“Knowledge is power” is a true saying, and nowhere 
more true than in this business of ours. 

Those who are working out these drawing problems 
are “going to school’ just as truly as the men who at- 
tended the conference in Boston. ‘Going to school” is 
hard work for many, no doubt, but a bit of hard work now 
means greater success later on, and this greater success 
means more dollars in your pocket.

STEAM HEATING SYSTEM IN A THEATER 


Editor, “Domestic Engineering” :—Herewith is a pencil 
sketch of the outline of a steam heating system in a mov- 
ing picture theater. It was installed by someone else, but 
I have to make it suitable for heating the theater. 

The boiler room, as you note, is in the back of the thea- 
ter, lower than the original cellar under the main build- 
ing. The plant is being fired at present with oil, and when 
the fire is put on in the form of a heavy blow, and the 
boiler begins to raise steam, all the water leaves the 
boiler and backs up into the two floor radiators at the 
extreme end of the heating system, which is the front of 
the building, in the lobby. 

You will notice on the plan view that the main steam 
line rises up inside the building to the attic, and branches

two ways in the attic (all 1%4-inch feed lines drop to the 
wall radiators approximately 2 ft. from the main audito- 
rium floor) and returns through the one-pipe system into 
the return pipe in the cellar. You will also notice in the 
plan view that one branch of the steam line cuts across 
the building attic and drops down through the main audi- 
torium into the cellar, passes forward within the line of 


the two floor radiators at each side of the main audito-

Referring to the overhead drop supply system of steam 
heating, we note that no mention has been made regard- 
ing the relation of heights between the end of the return 
line and the water line of the boiler. 

In general practice this difference of height above the 
water line is usually about 24 inches, although it can be 
determined when the working or operating boiler pressure 
and the loss of pressure at the end of the run is known or 
assumed. 

Assuming that the system has been properly propor- 
tioned and that suitable vent valves have been installed 
at the ends of the supply and drip piping, it therefore 
becomes evident that water or condensation would accu- 
mulate at the far end of the system, this mainly due to 
the trapped connections to the radiators. A heel drip sim- 
ilar to that used for the drop supply risers supplying the 
auditorium radiators would relieve the congestion at these 
points. 

In the event the drip main is run wet, then the bottom 
of each radiator should be not less then 24 inches above 
the normal water line of the boiler; otherwise, if run dry, 
it would be good practice to connect each radiator to 
pipe; in this manner both the heel drip of the drop riser, 
as well as the return end of each radiator, should be con- 
nected into the dry return through a suitable 
trap. 

The main 4-inch riser should be run from at least a 5 
or 6-inch boiler supply header and properly heel dripped 
at its base. 

The conversion of the system into a two-pipe job using 
the thermostatic traps as suggested, and the connecting of 
the return main or mains into a suitable return conden- 
sation pump would be productive

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N.A.M.P. Standardization Com- 
mittee Reports Year’s Work 
By George H. Drake* 


The work of the standardization committee during the 
last year has had to do principally with the completion of 
a part of the program so efficiently arranged for and 
started by Mr. Hanley during the several years he served 
as the standardization committee chairman. 

The association at its Portland convention in June, 
1925, approved the plumbing 
symbols, and the copyrighting 
of the quality emblem, or 
trademark, was authorized; 
but for various reasons the 
printing and distribution of 
these symbols was delayed. 
The national officers have now 
provided the necessary funds 
for the purpose, and copies of 
the symbols will be in the 
hands of all architects and 


engineers within the next 
thirty days. 
The committee has con- 


tracted with Sweet’s Architec- 
tural Index, a reference book 
for architects and engineers, 
for two pages in its 1928 
edition, to show these symbols, and is mailing reprints of 
these pages to all subscribers (some 7200), with the re- 
quest that they be used when making plans and details, 
showing plumbing fixtures and piping. 

The committee took the opportunity to acknowledge 
the splendid co-operation of the trade press and the 
Monthly Service Bulletin of the Trade Extension Bureau, 
in the publicity which they have given the plumbing 
symbols. 

After the symbols had been published, a great many 
letters were received commending them very highly and 
asking for copies of the same. In only one instance was 
there an unfavorable criticism. Through this correspond- 
ence, it was discovered that the association had adopted 
these symbols without first submitting them to the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, the American Engineering 
Standards Committee, and the Division of Simplified 
Practice, United States Department of Commerce, for 
their official consideration. I expect to have a conference 
with the representatives of two of these organizations 
early next month, and believe that the matter will be 
settled satisfactorily. 

The copyright papers on the emblem of quality have 
been delayed because of several changes and requirements 
of government departments, but the papers will be issued 
very soon. 

At a meeting of the national board of directors, held in 
St. Louis, November 8, 9 and 10, 1926, convention res- 
olutions, numbers 11 and 14, were referred to this com- 
mittee. In reference to resolution No. 11, relative to plac- 
ing non-effaceable serial numbers on all plumbing fixtures, 
this matter was discussed at some length by your repre- 
sentatives at the meeting held in Washington in Septem- 
ber, under the auspices of the Department of Commerce, 
and it was decided that this was not practical.

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Resolution No. 14, relative to standard lengths of ten 
or twelve feet for wrought iron and steel pipe, was also 
discussed, and very much opposed by the manufacturers 
and jobbers, who were present at the Washington meet- 
ing. Also, letters opposing it have been received from 
manufacturers who were not present, stating that the 
waste of material would be so great that costs would be 
increased considerably, and that they could see no ad- 
vantage to the user that could possibly offset the in- 
creased cost of the material. 

There has been a conference in the Department of Com- 
merce on this subject and simplified practice reeommenda- 
tion “No. 57, Wrought Iron and Steel Pipes, Valves and 
Fittings’ has been approved and accepted, and will be 
available for distribution by the Department of Com- 
merce aS soon as received from the Government Printing 
Office. 

A general conference of representatives of manufac- 
turers, distributors and users of staple vitreous china 
plumbing fixtures was held at the Department of Com- 
merce in Washington on September 22, 1926, at which 
R. T. Rock and the writer were present, representing the 
association. Nearly all manufacturers of earthenware were 
represented, and the recommendations as presented were 
approved after some minor changes were made in fix- 
ture measurements. They have been printed, and are 
ready for distribution, by the government as ‘‘Simpli- 
filed Practice Recommendations No. 52.” 

Mr. Rock attended a meeting of the Range Boiler Com- 
mittee, called by the Division of Simplified Practice, and 
held in Washington May 3, to consider the revision of 
“Simplified Practice Recommendations No. 8, Range Boil- 
ers and Expansion Tanks.’’ The gas interests asked for 
more tappings in the side of boiler to accommodate side 
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arm heaters. The manufacturers were very much op- 
posed to this, as they claimed that it weakened the shell 
and also added cost to production. After much argument 
pro and con, it was unanimously voted that the present 
simplified practice recommendation be reaffirmed for the 
period of one year, effective May 1, 1927. 

A survey which was secured through the machinery of 
the Department of Commerce, showing the extent of ad- 
herence to standard sizes and capacities of both range 
boilers and expansion tanks, was used as a basis for dis- 
cussion by conference. The degree of adherence in range 
boiler being 99 per cent and in expansion tanks 88 per 
cent, it was the consensus of opinion that no further elimi- 
nation or addition should be made to the two tables show- 
ing those sizes and capacities. 

The major topic presented to the conference for con- 
sideration was the question of additional tappings in boil- 
ers. Frank Sutcliffe, chairman of the standing committee, 
gave the viewpoint of the manufacturers regarding addi- 
tional tappings and, following his detailed explanation, 
representatives of the National Association of Master 
Plumbers, Consolidated Gas Co. of New York, American 
Gas Association, and the B. Ryan Co. were called upon 
to express their opinions as to the necessity and advisa- 
bility of increasing the number of tappings from two to 
four to meet the present advancement in the application 
of appliances for the heating of water. 

The present recommendation covering tappings pro- 
vides for five in every range boiler, one side tapping 6 
inches from the top, one 6 inches from the bottom, and 
two tappings in the top and one in the bottom. Sizes 
and locations of these tappings, which have been in effect 
for more than three years, were the result of considerable 
study and research on the part of the representatives at

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the first conference and were adopted as a compromise to 
other suggestions submitted at that time. 

Since then, however, there has been a rapid development 
in the hot water heater appliances and in the interests of 
those who are responsible for their innovation and de- 
velopment; it was decided to consider this factor in the 
simplification program. 

The manufacturers are conscious of the necessity for 
additional tappings to meet the increasing use of hot water 
heaters, but, owing to the impossibility of securing una- 
nimity of action on the part of all manufacturers, those 
producers in attendance were somewhat hesitant to accede 


. to the demand of the other interests to change the recom- 


mendation to provide for one or two additional tappings 
other than those now specified. The gas interests as well 
as the thermostat representatives felt that considerable ex- 
pense could be saved to the ultimate consumer if two 
additional tappings were placed in the side of the boiler 
approximately 18 and 27 inches from the bottom, at the 
time of its fabrication. 

This contention is true to a certain extent, but in pro- 
portion to the number of boilers installed to those that 
are fitted up with heaters requiring additional tappings, 
it could readily be seen that the expense of making those 
tappings on the job would be far less than equipping each 
and every boiler with four tappings in lieu of two. 

Opinions and comments having been heard from all in- 
terests, it was the sense of the meeting that further in- 
vestigation be made through the National Association of 
Master Plumbers to secure the benefit of their experience 
in connection with the installation of range boilers and 
heating appliances, and a resolution was passed to that 
effect. 

R. T. Rock, representative of the National Association 
of Master Plumbers, stated that he would present the mat- 
ter to the association at its convention in June. To com- 
ply with the request of this conference, and that the ques- 
tion may be discussed in this convention, your committee 
makes the following recommendation: That the National 
Association of Master Plumbers in convention assembled 
approve the suggested additional side tappings for range 
boilers; viz: one 18 inches and one 24 inches from the 
bottom edge of the boiler shell and in line with the pres- 
ent side tappings. 

Since last year the Department of Commerce has ap- 
proved and authorized the printing of recommendations 
No. 52 and 57, previously referred to in this report, and 
which affect the plumbing business, and they expect to 
have more conferences on plumbing material during the 
coming year. 

It is likely that there will be some changes made by the 
Department of Commerce in the Simplified Practice Rec- 
ommendations on plumbing materials that are now in 
effect, and if any members have any suggestions to offer, 
the committee will be pleased to consider them. 

The committee asks that its action in accepting Simpli- 
fied Practice Recommendation No. 52 “Staple Vitreous 
China Plumbing Fixtures,” as printed and recommended 
by the Department of Commerce, be approved.

The objects of the women’s auxiliary were social, his- 
torical, benevolent and educational, to honor the memory 
of those who contribute to the advancement of sanitation.

through the dry returns (C), see Fig. 1, coming up the 
other risers and bucking against the downflow of the 
steam and condensation from the radiators in these risers, 
which he feels causes hammering. He further states that 
hammering in radiators 5 and 6 is caused by the trapped 
condensation within these radiators. The receiving tank 
in his estimation offers also a retarding action to the free 
flow of the condensation for the reason that the thermosta- 
tic air vent is closed by the steam from dry return C, and 
the air is compressed in the receiving tank. Likewise, 
the air in the radiators is trapped he states, due to the 
thermo-vent valves on the radiator closing before the air 
has a chance to be discharged. The remedy Mr. Char- 


matz offers is as follows: 

“Lower the air vents on the radiator as shown on the 
sketch (connecting them into the lower \%-tapping) and 
place thermostatic traps on risers 1, 2, 3 and 4 at points 
K, L, M and N, so as to prevent any steam from entering 
return C. Remove vent from point E and place it at 
point X as high as possible. This change would enable the 
air between points E and X to leave the system by the 
shortest route instead of traveling all the way down to 
the radiator 7 to get out of the system. At point Y in 
riser B, remove 4 in. ell and place a 4 in. tee instead, 
reduce it at point Z to 1% in. and insert a thermostatic 
trap at point P, and drain it into receiving tank, 

“The above drop in riser B will allow the condensation 
from radiators 5 and 6 to flow into the receiving tank 
and stop the hammering in the Place radiator 
valves at points R and S to control those radiators.”’ 

The complete solution was discussed by your Chairman 
in a previous issue, and need not be repeated here. Let me 
say, however, that not the air, but the vacuum in the 
radiators prevented the condensation from leaving the 
radiator. By moving the thermostatic air vents down to 
the lower position 8 to 10 inches from the bottom of 
the radiator, the trouble was remedied completely. 

E. H. Western, Ann Arbor, Mich., writes a very interest- 
ing letter and sends in Fig. 2 explaining the reason why 
water leaves the boiler. 

While your Chairman does not agree to all the sug- 
gestions, he will give our members the benefit of his ex- 
perience and suggests that our members criticize the letter. 
. “The writer has seen a great many steam jobs where 
the water line did not stay where it belonged and he has 
failed to find one so far but that the whole trouble lay 


in a bad job of piping.

“Why does water leave the boiler when being fired hard | 


and return when the boiler cools down? Simply for one 
reason, and that is to seek a place of less pressure. To 
illustrate, we will say that we have a low pressure, single- 
pipe, steam job in a store building. It matters not the 
size of building or plant, but we will assume that the 
boiler is on one end of the building and the basement 
is 100 feet long and that we have to carry a steam main 
the entire length. Now then, here is what the fellow does 
who loses his water line. He starts off the boiler with a 
main that is of ample size, possibly a little oversize. He 
runs to the first radiator and reduces the size of main, 
runs to the next radiator and reduces again and keeps 
doing this until, when the last radiator is reached, the 
main is so small that it cannot furnish enough steam to 
fill it, and the condensation is so rapid that the radiator 
fills with water. The reason that the radiator fills with 
water can be two-fold. The valve may be too small, but 
the principal reason is that the main is too small, that 
the radiation condenses the steam before it can build up

“Someone has suggested placing a check valve in the 
main return near the boiler. What good can that do 
where two pressures are so unequal as they are apt to be 
in this case? Someone says that the check will prevent 
backing out of the boiler, which is true if the 
check is tight, but how about the condensation in the re-

This cannot be done if check valve is placed correctly; 
boiler pressure will hold it closed. Mr. Western continues: 
“Such a job may work to a certain extent after it has 
been fired hard for two or three hours to get warmed up. 
But the only real way to cure such a job is to tear it out 
and re-build it right. A job properly proportioned and in- 
stalled does not need any check valves to make it func- 
tion. 

“To give the Round Table the writer’s idea of how he 
would lay out the job shown in April 2 and 9 
‘Domestic Engineering,’ I present herewith Fig. 2. 

“You will note tMat the radiators are of the size and 
in the location shown in these issues. The sizes of radia- 
tor valves, mains and branches are given and are standard. 

“Please note that the main is run in two loops, each 
inches in The main started off 
from the boiler as high as the basement will permit. Give 
it a pitch down of % inch in ten feet, or more if you have

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“At point mentioned, place a reliable quick vent. In 
this layout the steam and water travel in the same direc- 
tion so that there are no counter currents. 

“The writer has made a good many layouts on this 
principle and they all work. There are no check valves 
used and the water stays in the boiler, where it belongs. 

There can be no specified distance between water line in 
boiler and low point of return main. If conditions require 
a differential of as little as half a foot, the job can be 
done and will work successfully if the size of main is in- 
creased to insure a slow circulation and full pressure at 
farther end. Probably an increase of two pipe sizes will 
answer.”’ 

In our next problem we will present a large heating 
installation which gave trouble with the water leaving 
the boiler and returning after the pressure was lowered. 
This will be even more interesting than the previous one 
discussed.

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BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN LEADING JOBBING CENTERS 








CHICAGO 


The last seven days have seen the passing of another 
week of fairly good activity for those concerned with the 
plumbing and heating business in the Chicago territory. 
In looking back over the week, little change is apparent 
in the amount of material moved into consumption from 
that of the week before. Generally speaking, contractors 
in this territory are still devoting a large part of their time 
to roughing-in work, the majority of projects started in 
the Spring not yet having reached the finishing stage. 
Nevertheless, manufacturers of those commodities com- 
monly called finishing goods report a steady movement of 
their products, as most jobbers are looking ahead a month 
or month and a half, during which time a large number 
of projects will be nearing completion. And, as a matter 
of course, those wholesalers with low inventories of cer- 
tain items are preparing their stocks for requirements they 
consider almost certain to arise in this time. In Chicago 
proper large office building and apartment hotel construc- 
tion appears to predominate, with the contractor special- 
izing on residential work and two-story apartments re- 
ported not as busy as he might be. 

Another price change was effected in soil pipe during the 
week. The manufacturer who on June 22 reduced prices 
to the lowest level reached this year and who on June 30 
withdrew these prices, issued a new sheet on July 7 ad- 
vancing prices 10 points above his previous sheet. This 
maker’s quotations are now 5 points above those ‘of most 
other makers. Two large range boiler manufacturers re- 
duced prices 8.5 per cent on both welded and riveted boil- 
ers. Prices of the other commodities listed in this report 
were not changed during the week, and, with the exception 
of price shading in the case of some items when good-sized 
orders are in view, the market is firm. Ample and well- 


assorted stocks are available at nearly all manufacturing 
sources for early deliveries. 

The June total for building contracts let in the Central 
West (Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Wisconsin, Southern Michi- 
gan, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma and Nebraska) amount- 
ing to $192,868,300, was the highest June figure yet re- 
corded for this district and was only a little over three 
million dollars less than the amount reported in August, 
1926, which was the largest contract total recorded for 
any month, according to F. W. Dodge Corporation’s 
monthly building review. Last month’s total was 27 per 
cent ahead of the May, 1927, total and 34 per cent over 
the total for June, 1926. During the past six months there 
was $873,452,000 worth of contracts let for new construc- 
tion in this district, as compared with $706,225,300 for 
the corresponding period of 1926, the increase being 24 
per cent. 

Soil Pipe 

Soil pipe prices were again changed 
by one large manufacturer. The maker, who on June 30 
announced the withdrawal of the low prices he had put in 
effect on June 22, issued another sheet on July 7, advanc- 
ing prices 10 points from his June 22 sheet. This was 
the only price change announced by makers during the 
week, and most other makers are quoting prices 5 points 
below the new sheet announced above, which is also 5 
points below the level established in February, 1926, and 
which prevailed until June 22 of this year. Demand was 
not exceptionally heavy during the week as many whole- 
salers purchased quite heavily during the low-price pe- 
riod. In some instances shipments are reported slightly 
delayed.

Steel Pipe 
Steel pipe mills report little change in demand from one 
week to another, and the tonnage moving is just about 
average for this season of the year. Distributors in gen- 





EPORTS emanating from various sections of 
R the country indicate that those associated. with 
the plumbing and heating industry are, in general, 
fairly actively engaged. Taken as a whole, contractors 
are well occupied and are steadily calling on their dis- 
tributors for material, which condition, naturally, is 
quickly reflected on manufacturers, as wholesalers con- 
tinue to depend on makers to no small degree to carry 
the bulk of the stocks, relying on them for prompt de- 
liveries. 

At the time of going to press price changes had been 
announced by manufacturers of two commodities. 
Two large range boiler makers reduced prices approx- 
imately 814 per cent on both welded and riveted boil- 
ers of the 30-gallon size. The soil pipe maker who

on June 22 reduced prices to the lowest level reached 
this year, and who on June 30 withdrew these prices, 
issued a new sheet on July 7, advancing prices ten 
points above his previous sheet. No other price 
changes were announced during the week. 

June wholesale prices of standard plumbing fix 
tures for a six-room house, as collected by the Depart 
ment of Commerce from reports of twelve representa- 
tive manufacturers and wholesalers, were $104.09, as 
compared with $105.09 in May and $107.13 in June, 
1926. May shipments of domestic water softeners, as 
reported by fourteen manufacturers, were 1,028 units, 
with a net sale price of $140,696, as compared with 
838 in April, with a net sale price of $114,613, and 
674 in May, 1926, with a net sale price of $99,319.

actual requirements. Ample stocks are available at mills, 
and wholesalers can secure prompt service on requests 
for rush delivery. Prices have not changed, holding firm 
at the level established in 1923. 
Wrought Iron Pipe 

Distributors’ buying of wrought iron pipe is strongly 
governed by demands reaching them from their customers. 
While this demand does not reach heavy proportions it is 
steady, and, in the aggregate, makes for quite a substan- 
tial tonnage. Wholesalers in general are not attempting 
to anticipate their future requirements and are content to 
maintain their stocks at a level to meet the average needs 
of their trade. Mill stocks are of good size and prompt 
deliveries are possible from that source of supply. Prices 
have not changed, and are at the level established in 


February, 1923. 
Enameled Ware 

Wholesalers continue their policy of buying ware in 
quantities mainly only large enough to take care of the 
immediate needs of their customers, and, naturally, find it 
necessary to come into the market frequently for small lots 
in order to maintain safe working stocks. The steady 
influx of orders occasioned by this method of buying, along 
with occasional direct-to-the-job placements and the fact 
that many wholesalers are ordering for their apparent 
needs a month or month and a half in advance, make for 
a substantial tonnage. Early deliveries are being made by 
manufacturers who in general have good-sized stocks of 
most items. No price changes have been announced. 


Pottery 

Manufacturers’ stocks of staple items are, in general, of 
good size. As a result, wholesalers’ frequent requests for 
immediate shipment of small orders can be taken care of 
promptly, and they in turn are able to give good delivery 
service to their trade. Wholesalers are not anticipating 
their future requirements for staple ware, relying on the 
prompt delivery service offered by makers. A fairly active 
demand prevails for special items, with the usual time 
being required to fill these orders. No price changes were 
announced by makers during the week. 

Plumbers’ Brass Goods 

While some makers’ representatives report business 
maintaining a fairly high level, others are not so optimistic 
as to current activity. Nearly all, however, agree that the 
total volume placed so far this year is below that for the 
corresponding period of last year. Close range buying 
continues to be the rule among most wholesalers, who are 
satisfied to hold their stocks at a level sufficiently high 
to meet the early requirements of their customers. Prices 
have not changed and continue to maintain a weak tone. 


Range Boilers 

The outstanding development in the range boiler market 
at the time of going to press was the announcement by 
two large manufacturers of a price reduction of approxi- 
mately 8% per cent on both riveted and welded boilers of 
the 30-gallon size. Demand was not heavy during the 
week, as is the usual case following the announcement of 
a price reduction. Makers have large stocks from which 
wholesalers are able to secure early deliveries. 

Boilers and Radiators 

Makers state that the first half of the year accounted for 
a good tonnage and also a like return in dollars and cents, 
although complaints are not infrequent when speaking of 
profits. Current demand is about normal for the season, 
although some makers do not expect the market to assume 
a brisk tone for another two months. Prompt deliveries 
are available from manufacturers’ substantial stocks. 
Prices have not changed. 
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NEW YORK 


Construction reports issued by responsible, interested 
observers covering the Greater New York area disclose at 
the turn of the half year a fairly healthy condition. The 
recession seen in the number of large undertakings, such 
as expensive apartment dwellings and office buildings, in 
comparison with the first six months of last year is to 
some extent made less evident in dollar value due to the 
increase in the number of individual homes erected thus 
far this year. A large home-financing concern, in its re- 
port for the past six months, states that the total amount 
put out on single and double family home mortgages ex- 
ceeds that of any like period in the company’s history. 
Practically all reports are agreed that there is no likeli- 
hood of any recession during the balance of the year from 
the present rate of construction. 

An analysis of the situation involving the sale and con- 


sumption of plumbing and heating materials in this mar- 
ket is made difficult because of the several inconsistencies 
that are’ evident. Some manufacturers report an excep- 
tional tonnage movement while others making a like com- 
modity report their sales somewhat off, all drawing a com- 
parison with 1926 as a basis. 

This week’s review places a great deal of emphasis on 
the return of soil pipe prices to the position enjoyed from 
February, 1926, until a few weeks ago, and the new sheets 
of two range boiler factors putting prices of thirty-gallon 
boilers at a new low point. Reserve stocks of most manu- 
facturers in all lines are substantial, while those of job- 
bers continue to be carried at a safe working level. 

Soil Pipe 

The price situation in the soil pipe market is in confu- 
sion following the three moves which have come in rapid 
succession. The eastern factor that lopped off ten points 
late in June and withdrew that base price July 1, issued a 
new sheet on the 7th restoring prices to the level which 
soil pipe had enjoyed since early 1926. The price drop 
stepped-up demand considerably, as wholesalers committed 


themselves as far as possible. Most foundries are in po- 


sition to handle satisfactorily the business which they 
have accepted. 
Steel Pipe 
Tonnage moving into the New York market is very 


good, the week having held its own despite the holiday 
week end. While the first half of 1927 does not show an 
increase in sales over the banner volume of the like period 
of last year, the comparative recession is far from alarm- 
ing. Jobbers generally 
for their immediate requirements, depending to no little 
degree on the quick deliveries that are possible from mills. 
Prices are unchanged. % 
Wrought Iron Pipe 
Wholesalers continue to show conservatism when plac- 
ing their wrought pipe their 
racks well enough stocked to embarrass- 
ment with their trade. Plumbing and heating contractors 
are placing numerous comparatively small orders with 
jobbers, thus aggregating a fair business volume. Deliv- 
ery extensions are unheard of as mill stocks are quite

Specifications reaching makers of enameled ware are

Most new business in- 
tended for stock is of the rush shipment type, but the bulk 
comprises ware intended for direct-to-the-job shipment.

Most other soil pipe manufacturers’ quo- 
tations are five points below this sheet. 
Soil Pipe 

One large soil pipe foundry issued a new sheet on July 
7, returning to the prices in effect prior to the recent ten- 
point decline. Quotations from most other foundries are 


now five points below this latest sheet. Many wholesalers 
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loaded up with soil pipe at the low figures ten days ago, 
and the buying movement now has dropped to low propor- 
tions. Many foundries are busy shipping pipe to cover 
orders recently placed, and shipments of such current or- 
ders as are received are said to be held up a trifle by some 
makers. 
Steel Pipe 

There is little change from weei to week in the busi- 
ness being enjoyed by manufacturers and distributors of 
steel pipe. The contractor is using a fair volume of this 
commodity, and his requirements are steadily exhausting 
wholesalers’ stocks, which are not being maintained at 
high levels. This results in fair bookings to the mills, 
principally for small amounts, and almost always for im- 
mediate shipment. Prices have not been changed. Early 
deliveries are possible. 


Wrought Iron Pipe 

The larger producers of wrought iron pipe report that 
their sales quotas for the first half of the year were 
reached, and that a fair demand has been evidenced so 
far this year. Close range buying by both wholesalers 
and contractors still features this market. Prices have 
not changed, 

Enameled Ware 

There is a gain in the sales in the southern section, it is 
reported, while one large manufacturer states there is also 
a quickening of demand in the Pennsylvania part of the 
territory. Another maker, on the other hand, finds a slight 
slowing up in the call from the northern section, leading 
to the conclusion that business is rather spotty. Prices 
are being maintained without change. The average pro- 
ducer can make early deliveries when required. 

Pottery 

Pottery business is not brisk in this section, according to 
reports from salesmen. Potters, however, are apparently 
doing a good business, one large concern stating June was 
the heaviest month in point of dollars and cents in its 
history. More interest, in comparison to the usual ratio, 
is being shown in the higher grade ware than in staples. 
Prices have not been changed during the week. Prompt 
shipments of staples are being made without difficulty. 

Range Boilers 

The week was marked by reductions by two manufac- 
turers, which approximated 8.5 per cent on both welded 
and riveted boilers. Demand is light, as is usual following 
price reductions. There is no delay in shipments. 

, Plumbers’ Brass Goods 

A slight lull in the demand for both tubular and cast 
brass is spoken of by several manufacturers. Price sheets 
have not been changed, quotations on tubular brass con- 
tinuing to show considerable weakness. The average pro- 
ducer has large enough stocks to enable him to make 
prompt shipments. 

Boilers and Radiators 

One maker of boilers and radiators states that his busi- 
ness in the Philadelphia territory during June showed an 
increase of 30 per cent over June, 1926. While this record 
is probably unique, the average manufacturer has enjoyed 
good business from this section. Prices have not changed 


during the week. Shipments are not delayed, as a general 
rule.

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NEW ENGLAND 


Reports received from those engaged in the manufacture 
and distribution of plumbing and heating supplies in this 
territory are indicative of no substantial increases in vol- 
umes, but the steady pace with which business progresses 
affords generally satisfactory turnovers of materials. 
There are, however, still some signs of spottiness in de- 
mand, as one group of wholesalers may still be exception- 
ally busy one week and others in the same vicinity having 
light shipments. These conditions are naturally reflected 
in the total monthly sales of most jobbers, but, on the 
other hand, first-half year totals are not far behind those 
of last year. 

Wholesalers are generally avoiding large accumulations 
of stocks, their aim being to carry only sufficient amounts 
to satisfy their trade’s requirements for 45 to 60 days and 
but few contracts for delivery beyond that period are 
noted. This method of short-term buying is made possible 
by makers’ maintenance of ample supplies at points of 
manufacture and by expeditious delivery service. Distrib- 
utors are equally well favored with the opportunity of 
drawing from largely stocked local warehouses of manu- 
facturers. It is reported that shipments by some makers 
of finishing materials was not quite so brisk last week as 
during preceding weeks. The market continues to be firm. 

Soil Pipe 

One leading foundry has issued new sheets returning to 
the prices in effect prior to the recent ten-point decline. 
The market is fairly well established on this basis, but at 
this writing several makers’ representatives have not been 
heard from. Wholesalers’ quotations in this section show 
an advance of three points on extra heavy soil pipe and 
five points on fittings. Buying is mainly for immediate 
needs, although a number of jobbers took advantage of 
the recent drop in prices by laying in good stocks. Quick 
deliveries from sources are pussible. 

Steel Pipe 

Demand generally is a little better so far this month, 
according to mill representatives, even though jobbers are 
not specifying to any extent on their future requirements. 
Mill stocks are of good proportions and consequently 


prompt shipments may be had. Supplies at distributing 
points do not vary from week to week, there being suffi- 
cient pipe on hand to warrant good delivery service to the 
plumbing and heating trade. No change in prices has 
been made and the market is firm. 
Wrought Iron Pipe 

Mill shipments show little variance in size over last 
week, although the tonnage moving into New England at 
this time is generally of satisfactory volume. Distribu- 
tors are interested only to the extent of keeping abreast 
with the needs of their trade, and, experiencing no unusual 
demand, are content with carrying medium-sized, but 
nevertheless well-balanced stocks. Shipments from mills 
are made immediately. Prices are firm and unchanged. 


Enameled Ware 

Buying by plumbing contractors during the past week 
while fairly good and practically 
in accord with the demand expected at this time of the 
year. Wholesalers are not inclined to build up large 
stocks, and this condition is reflected in orders being re- 
ceived by makers, which are usually for single carload lots 
with accompanying requests for rush shipments. Manu- 
facturers are in position to ship on short notice. No price 
changes have been announced. 

Pottery 

While jobbers’ orders of staple ware are small but be- 
coming more frequent, pottery shipments are being sus- 
tained by better requirements for special] combinations and

Production at potteries is not decreased and 
sufficient reserve supplies guarantee unextended deliveries. 
Wholesalers’ stocks are also ample and 
Prices have not changed. 
Range Boilers 

No material change Was noted in the range boiler mar- 
ket during the past week. Old contracts between manu- 
facturers and jobbers are nearing their completion, while 
new business being placed continues to be of the fill-in 
variety. Two makers reduced prices on welded and riv- 
eted boilers about 8.5 per cent. 

Plumbers’ Brass Goods 

Jobbers’ purchases reflect their unwillingness to stock 
heavily and are mostly for the maintenance of a well 
varied supply. Shipments from factories are easily had 
Future delivery orders are not being received in any. quan 
tity by makers, the longest commitments extending to 60 
days. Prices are firm and unchanged. 

Boilers and Radiators 

Makers are in receipt of a fair volume, which is as large 
as might be expected at this period of the year. Shipments 
continue to go forward from factories without delay. The 
heating trade and distributors are buying only for their 
present requirements, little or no anticipating being done 
Prices have not changed and the market continues firm. 


PACIFIC COAST 


Pacific coast business continues at about the same level 
as for some time past, with very little variation from week 
to week. General conditions surrounding the various dis- 
tributing centers differ somewhat, and prices continue to 
be more firm in some centers than in others. Steamship 
companies operating between the Atlantic and Gulf ports 
and the Pacific coast have definitely announced an advance 
in freight rates, effective August 1. Inasmuch as the heavy 
commodities such as steel pipe, cast and malleable fittings 
and soil pipe and fittings are shipped to the coast over 
these lines in large quantities, this advance will naturally 
have a bearing on the price the Pacific coast jobber pays 

Soil Pipe 

The demand for soil pipe continues to be mostly in small 
lots for actual requirements, which most distributors can 
furnish from stocks on hand without difficulty. Prices to 
the trade, which are based on present replacement costs, 
remain unchanged.

The demand for steel pipe continues at about the same 
level as for the past few months. Most inquiries are for 
small lots for immediate requirements only, which distrib- 
utors can furnish from stocks on hand without difficulty 
Prices for out-of-stock delivery remain unchanged.

Effect of Air Turbulence in Hot Blast Heaters 

Robert W. Angus is professor of mechanical engineering 
of the University of Toronto. He was not present, but his 
paper was put into the records of the society. The paper 
explained the results of tests carried out in the mechanical 
laboratory of the University of Toronto to determine how 
air turbulence affects the efficiency of hot blast heaters. 

The heaters were placed in a box and means was pro- 
vided for collecting the condensation. A fan discharged 
air through a 24-inch pipe. Four stacks of 50-inch hot- 
blast heaters (among others) were tested and charts were 
made from the tests showing the B.t.u. transmission in 
relation to air velocity. The complete details of the 
method of testing and the results may be found in the 
records of the society. 

Two practical results of the investigation are: 

(1) That the action of the hot blast heater may be 
materially improved by placing in front of the first stack 
baffles of some kind which will produce marked turbulence 
of air. It was stated that if sufficient care is taken in the 
design of these baffles, it should be possible to gain enough 
in heat to counterbalance the losses due to added friction.

Can State Pass Law Requiring Persons Already in Plumb- | 


ing Business to Take Examination for His Licenses 
Under New Statute? 

Editor, ‘“‘Domestic Engineering’’:—A question has come 
up in connection with our drafting a state plumbing law. 
Can we place in that law the qualifications for a person 
and have that person pass an examination as to his ability 
and apply this law to persons engaged in the plumbing 
business before the passage of this law? Some say no, 
others say yes. I know it was a practice here when the 
State Plumbing Law applying to cities of the first class 
was put in practice. That law applied to persons working 
at the trade of installing plumbing. Please give me your 
opinion.

Answer:—States have rather broad police powers to 
regulate professions and occupations, particularly those 
which have been held to be clothed with aspects affecting 
public health. Plumbing has usually been held to be so 
closely related to public health that regulation of those 
engaged in plumbing as a business has been widespread 
and almost universally determined to be within the police 
power of the state. 

A license to carry on a certain business is a mere privi- 
lege, is not a vested, property or contractual right, and 
within certain limitations of reasonableness, the State can 
revoke all licenses granted to carry on the business of 
plumbing, provided that the revocation is not arbitrary and 
has back of it a reasonable regard for public health and 
interest. 

I note that your existing law, covering the regulation of 
plumbing in cities of the first class, required all persons 
to take examinations before they could engage in the busi- 
ness of plumbing, and made no exceptions in the cases of 
persons who had been engaged in the business prior to 
the enactment of the law. I should say from the wording 
of the statute referred to above, that up to the time of its 
enactment, there had been no provision in your laws which 
required a plumber to be licensed. 

You do not state clearly what you mean by the words: 
“|. . persons engaged in the plumbing business before 
the passage of this law?’’ The answer to your question 
would probably be different for the two classes of master 
plumbers already in business in your state—the master 
plumber who has already been licensed to do business in 
cities of the first class and the plumber who has never 
taken an examination for such a license. The plumber 
who has never taken an examination for a license, surely 
cannot successfully object to the enactment of a law which 
regulates plumbing and the issuance of licenses, provided 
that it affects all plumbers alike. The courts have almost 
uniformly held that the state has the right, in the exer- 
cise of its police power, to regulate the business of plumb- 
ing in the interest of public health. 

The plumber who has taken the examination and has 
been licensed to engage in the plumbing business in cities 
of the first class, under your present law, stands on a little 
different footing. While a state has the power to regulate 
plumbing, it cannot make arbitrary and unreasonable reg- 
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ulations or requirements. Whether it would be reason-

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| able to require that a plumber already licensed in your 
| state under existing law, should take another examination, 
| would be largely a matter of fact. It might be possible to 
show that public health and welfare require that all 
plumbers be examined, under the proposed new law, and it 
also might be found under all the circumstances that such 
a requirement, in the cases of plumbers who were already 
licensed, would not be a reasonable exercise of the police 
power by the state. 

In one state that I know of, when a similar statute was 
passed, years ago, it provided that those plumbers who 
| had been previously “registered”? under prior laws should 
be given licenses without examinations. This was un- 
doubtedly enacted with the thought that in the due course 
of time all such ‘registered’ plumbers would die and 
there would remain only the plumbers who had been ex- 
amined and licensed. There were certain requirements in 
| the case of ‘‘registered’’ plumbers, such as that they must 
have been engaged in the business of plumbing for so 
many years prior to the enactment of the new law. 

Possibly you do not have in mind to inquire regarding 
the effect of a statute which would require the examina- 
tion of plumbers already licensed in cities of the first class; 


| possibly your proposed new law provides that plumbers 


| business, 


| 


| who have already been licensed need not take another ex- 
amination. It would seem to be a reasonable provision of 
your proposed law, that plumbers already licensed need 
not be re-examined. 

From your question and as you use the words “persons 
engaged in the plumbing business,’’ and do not use the 
expression ‘‘persons licensed to engage in the plumbing 
” I should say that you are interested in the 
narrower question whether the state can require plumbers 
already doing a plumbing business, and who have never 
been licensed, to take an examination for licenses? There 
would seem to be little difficulty in that narrower ques- 
tion, for the state undoubtedly has the right to regulate 
the business of plumbing and require that a person be 


| licensed before he can engage in a certain business. 


To give you as definite an answer as possible to the 
question whether a plumber already licensed in your state 


nation, I should say that the probabilities are that a law 


| 
| could be required by the new law to take another exami- 


requiring such a licensed plumber to be re-examined might 


| be found to be unconstitutional, depending upon the facts. 
| I say probabilities because it is conceivable that a case of 


reasonableness might be made out on the proposition that, 
under all the circumstances and in the best interests of 
public health and welfare, all plumbers, whether licensed 
or not, should be examined for licenses. It might be that 
the require an examination of a much 
higher standard of knowledge, in which case it would not 
be unreasonable to require the examination of all plumb- 
ers, to meet the new situation. On the other hand, if the 
new law merely provides for an examination of applicants 
for licenses, and does not change the existing law regard 
ing license requirements with respect to cities of the first 
class, it is probable that plumbers already licensed would 
not be required to take a new examination. 

I should say, without regard to the technicalities of 
law, that a reasonable provision in the proposed law 
would provide that plumbers who had already been 
licensed under existing law, should be given licenses under 
the new law. The state has considered them qualified to 
engage in the business of plumbing and, unless the new 
law creates higher standards of knowledge than the old

A New Flood Proof Sewage Pumping Station 

It is generally admitted by competent engineers that 
electric motors and controlling devices used to operate 
sewage pumps should never, unless absolutely necessary, 
be located in underground chambers or vaults where they 
may be injured by excessive dampness and lack of atten- 
tion. In some localities, however, because of the inability 
of the municipality to secure the necessary property ad- 
jacent to sewer lines for the construction of a housing 
above the surface for electrical equipment, the installation 
of motors and controllers under ground cannot be obviated. 
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In such cases there is not only the possibility of damage 
from condensation and lack of ventilation in the vault, but 
also of complete submergence of the equipment under 
flood conditions. The new flood proof underground pump- 
ing station illustrated here, has been designed to prevent 
the complete filling up of such underground chamber 
under any conditions that are likely to occur. 
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As shown in the accompanying diagram, the unique 
feature of this station is that, owing to the steel drum 
which forms the entrance to the chamber and extends 
down to a point considerably below the level of the elec- 
trical equipment, the motors and controllers are located 
in an air-locked space in the upper part of the chamber 
and even with a considerable head of water over the top 
of the chamber and with the cover removed from the 
entrance manhole, the water in the chamber cannot rise 
far enough above the bottom of the entrance drum to 
reach the motor windings or electrical devices or con- 
nections. 

The power wires for the motor are brought in through 
the steel wall of the chamber with stuffing boxes, and the 
ventilating pipes, if any, are carried down to the same level 
as the entrance drum so that air cannot possibly escape 
at any point above this level. The pit drain valve, which 
is connected to the suction of the sewage pump, is provided 
with an extension stem running up into the entrance drum, 
so that after flood conditions have subsided the water re- 
maining in the chamber can be pumped out even though it 
may be impossible to gain access to the pit. 

This flood-proof principle is applicable for use with 
sewage ejectors and emergency pumps in municipal and 
city building work to protect controllers and motors driv- 
ing pumps wherever flood conditions are likely to occur.
